And give me leave to ſay, that this Method of Con- 
ference and Examination is that which ought al- 
ways to be, and has ordinarily been uſed in 1uch' 
Cafes. Nor has it, 1 ſuppoſe; been any whete de- 
nied among thoſe that call themſelves - Chriſtians, 
but in the bo iſh Inquifion it felf. And this is cer- 
tainly the only way to influence reaſonable Men in 
ſuch Matters.

Starnte now before you was firſt us'd : I mean the 
Caſe of Profeſſor Cartwright, in the Days of Queen 
Elizabeth; whom Archbiſhop NV hitgiſt, the then Vice- 
Chancellor, and the Univerfiry , would not proceed

But then, Mr. Vice-Chancellor , beſides my Fur- 
prize at the ſeveral Things above-mentioned, with Re-. 
lation to -this Procedure, I think I have great Rea- 
ſon for Complaint on many Accounts alſo. Accord- 
ingly I muſt here take the Liberty to complain, That 
Matters have a long while been. very unfairly and 
clancularly manag'd againſt me: That during 
the laſt Two Years and above half, wherein it 
has been known that I have been upon thoſe . 
Enquires whence the preſent Accuſation is taken, 
No Vice-Chancellor, no publick Profeſſor, not 
any one of thoſe in Authority here, which are 
known to be the moſt diſatisfy'd, have ever ſenr 
for me and my Papers, and diſcourſed me free- 
ly, or given me a friendly Caution about them. 


J think I have alſo Reaſon tg complain, that ſo ma-

his Statute is De „e concerning publick 
Sermons, aud ſuch like Publick Acts and LeQures be- 
fore the Univerſity. How can this Statute poſſibly reacti 
me? fince I never had the Honour to preach before 
the Univerlity in my Life. I never kept any Divini- 
ty Act, or oppos d in the Divinity Schools, ſince 1 
was admitted. My Publick Lectures have been all 


Mathematical; and being moſt of them printed, 


will ſhew how remote they have been from any things 
of thie Nature. This Statute muſt therefore be ſtrain- 
ed beyond all reaſonable Conſtruction e're it can at- 
fect me. I have indeed formerly had an Afternoon 
Lefture in the Town of Cambridge, by the Biſhop's 


fole Permiſſion, and upon his ſole Salary. But tis the 


Opinion of the beſt Judges, that whatever I ſaid 
there, can no way be us d to my Prejudice in this 
Place. The Pariſh Churches, at leaſt ordinarily, when 


none but the Inhabitants are ſuppos d to be E 


being certainly under no other Cognizance than 


the Right Reverend the Lord Biſhop of the Dioceſe. 


And accordingly, One Perſon of this Univerfity about 
a Year and a half ago did once rake ſome Complaint 
to our Dioceſan, for whar lappen'd in one of thoſe 
Churches; who thercupon appointed us to dppeat 
before him at a certain Hour the next day: I came 
at the Hour appointed, and ſtay d about an Hour, 
expecting my Accuſer; but he did not come till the 
Biſhop and my ſelf were bark gone: Which hindred 


mal 
fuch an one as, if ſtrain d to the ſame Rigor as to 
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| any farther Proceedings. And ſure I cannot be ac- 


cus'd both before the Biſhop, and before this Conſi- 
ſtory for the ſame pretended Offences, in the ſame 
Pariſh Church. I do thetefore inſiſt upon it, that the 
true Extent of this Statute may be fully confider'd 
before any thing be done againſt me by virtue of it. 
As alſo I defire ir may be confider'd, whether Words 
pretended to be ſpoken ſo long ago; eſpecially where 
the Time is either not ſpecify'd at all, or not nearer 
than that of a whole Year's ſpace, can be admitted 
againſt me: And whether Books publiſhed at Lon- 
don, and private Diſcourſes elſewhere, can come 
within the reach of this Statute ; where the Offen- 
ces puniſhable by it muſt be committed not only infra 
Unrverfititcm noftram, in à Place belonging to the 
Univerfity, but muſt be done publicd docendo, tractan- 
do, vel defendendo, in publick and ſolemn Sermons, 
Lectures, or Diſpurations before the ſame Univerfity. 
I do alſo complain, that the Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity has not, as I believe, been acquainted with 
this Matter; when the Statute ſays all the Proceed- 
ings upon it are to be Cancellarii juſſa. And tho' in 
ordinary Affairs the Vice-Chancellor may have Autho- 
rity enough to act for the Chancellor, and may well 
enough exerciſe that Authority, yet certainly in a Cafe 
of ſo uncommon a, Nature, and of ſuch mighty 
Conſequence z | rhe like whereto I will be bold ro ſay 
never before came into this Conſiſtory ;] it was but 


: reaſonable that the Chancellor himſelt ſhould he ac- 


quainted, and his, Directions receiv'd, before any 
Proceedings ſhould have been begun by! the Univer- 
ſity. I do alſo complain that the Accuſations or De- 
ofitions againſt me xclare generally to Things lo 
Act paſt and gone, without the pretence of 8 
new Offences ; unleſs, the Civility of ſending ſome 
inoffenfive Propoſals to any of you can be eſteem'd 
of that Nature.

I have alſo, I think, great Reaſon to complain that 


I am, as it were, by this Procedure prevented in my

of it, for - their Conſideration, and the neceſſary 
Corrections; I have no way oftended againſt the 
Laws of the Land, or even the Statutes ot the Uni- 


verſity, as to their main Deſign and Intention; 


which can never be ſuppos'd to be the Puniſhment of 
an Honeſt and Innocent Man, when in ſo fair, qui- 
et, and open a manner, he Propoſes.

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When the Univerſity had thus Baniſhed me, they 
ſeemed ſomewhat ata loſs what they ſhould do far- 
ther. Nor did they come to any Reſolution for 


near a Lear: In which time I took the beſt Advice 
I could what was fit for me to do: And according 


to that Advice, and the Power I had by Mr. Lucas's 


Statutes, I made a ſufficient Deputy, Mr. Chriſtopher 
Huſſey, Fellow of Trinity College, to perform thoſe 
Duties of my Place in the Univerſity, which my Ba- 
niſnment made it not fit tor me to do my felt. Who 
yet found the Univerſity in ſuch a Temper, that he

Fenkins indeed, the New Maſter of St. Fobn's College, Were. 


was ſo fair, upon my worthy Friend Mr. Hillers Ap- 
plication to him on my account, for his Conſent to 
my 7 .* Read ing for me, that He Declar'd He 
would Conſent, if th- reft of the Heads were willing; 
but not other wie. Which Anſwer I took very kind- 
Iy from him; as I think I had reaſon to do; eſpecial- 
iy when I compare this civil Treatment of his with 
that of ſame others. For when I once, during this 
interval, and I think at the fame time, ſtayed at 
Cambridge a few Days, and endeavour'd to make the 
Heads eaſy in the admiſſion of my Deputy, I had a 
Beadle preſently ſent to me by Dr. Lany, Maſter of 
Pembroke Hall, the then Deputy-Vicechancellor, to 
know How FT dur ſi venture to appear even in the Town 
of Cambridge under my Baniſhment from the Univer- 
ſity * Nay, I was inform'd, that One of the Heads 
ſaid, I might be laid by the Heels for my preſumption. 


About a Year after my Baniſhment, Dr. Lau, who | 


was again Deputy-Vicechancellor, (for Sir Nathauiel 
Lloyd the Vicechancellor would never himfelt con- 
ſent to it;) Reſolv'd to Proceed to the Election of 
another Profeſſor, and accordingly put up a Paper 
upon the Doors of the Publick Schools, appointing a 
Day for the filling up my Profeſſorſhip: Which was 
therein Declared to have been vacated, per bannitig- 
nem Gulielmi W hiſton, as I think the Words were; 
without any other * according to Mr. Lu- 
cas's Statutes, by which yet alone ſurely I could be 
Legally Depriv'd thereof. The Perſon who was 
Choſen was Mr. Nicolas Sanderſon; who has ever 
ſince taken upon him to be the Mathematick Profeſ- 
for in my room. Thus far the Proceedings of the 
Univerſity were by their own Authority. But be- 
cauſe they were not of themſelves able to eject me 


out of the Poſſeſſion of the Lands and Profits of my 


Profeſſorſhip, which tho Legally Veſted in Truſtees,

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Jvere yet in Fact ever under the Management of 
che Proſeſſor himſelf, They ſoon apply'd for aſſi- 
ſtance to the 8 of Chancery, And after 
the PRO Bills and Anſwers were over, the 
Cauſe it ſelf, and its real Merits ſeem'd at laſt 
ready for a fair, full, and publick Hearing ; for 
which I juſtly hoped, and had prepared my ſelf 
accordingly.

without being ſenſible (if he had ſo done) that He ſhould 
bave deſerved a much greater Puniſhment from God 
than bath, or can bb inſlicted on him by Man. 

That the Univerſity having ſhewn a Leal, which poſſibly 


might have been expected from them for the Eſtaulzſhed 


Opinions, by Baniſbing your Petitioner ; Jet well hoping 
(Jo long as be bumbly and quietly ſubmitted to their Sen- 
tence of Baniſhment) it might bave been conſiſtent with 
the Goodneſs of the Univerſity, to bave permitted him 


to enjoy part of the Profits of the ſaid Lands, He ap-
